The Dudley Brothers are now 
beginning to spread out in other 
fields. A few weeks ago the firm 
moved Into their splendid new 
building on the southeast comer 
of the square and now their piaoe 
of business would reflect credit 
upon any city in Texas. 
The Dudley fam ily has been 
connected with Comanche for 33 
years. It was in 1803 that C. R.

system of registration with the 
poll tax reform. 


Proposition Number 2 on the 
November 9 ballot is a very popu­ 
lar amendment and is one we 
believe most everyone will vote 
for. It features eliminating con­ 
stitutional residence requirements 
and 
allowing 
more expenditure 
from State funds for needy ag­ 
ed. the blind, dependent children, 
and disabled persons. 


This proposal would bring to­ 
gether under one amendment four 
public welfare departm ents—Old 
Age Assistance, Aid to the Needy 
Blind. Aid to Dependent Child­ 
ren. and Aid to Individuals who 
are Permanently and Totailv Dis­ 
abled. 


The proposed amendment would 
rescind

The new program of aid to the 
permanently and totally disabled 
persons began ln September 1957.

Payments to recipients of aid 
to permanently and totally dis­ 
abled averaged $57.74, which was 
100.1% of the national average. 


Under 
our 
Constitution 
the 
maximum amount which can be 
paid from State funds to needy 
aged persons is $25 per month 
and the maximum amunt which 
can be paid to disabled persons 
is $20 per month. 


This amendment would strike 
out both of these limitations. It 
would retain the provision that 
the maximum amount paid out 
of State funds to any inUvidual 
recipient, and the total amount 
spent from the State funds on 
any program may not exceed the 
matchable amount paid out оt 
Federal funds for these purposes. 


The only program on which 
the average payment was low 
was aid to dependent children. 
The figures of 95% and slightly 
over 100% compare with the fact 
that per capital personal income 
in Texas is 80% of the national 
average. 


In 1961-62 average per capita 
expenditure for these four pro­ 
grams in Texas was higher than 
the national per capita average 
of $16.71.

Sam Seay, 69, prominent Bronte 
ranchman, 
native of Comanche 
County, who was a kinsman to 
a number of local residents, was 
killed 
Sunday, 
Sept. 
29, 
in 
a 
collision between his pickup and 
a truck loaded with scrap metal. 
The collision occurred one mile 
north of Bronte on Highway 277. 
Both vehicles were traveling south 
when the truck, driven by Daniel 
Banda Leija of Knox City, a t­ 
tempted to pass the pickup driv­ 
en by Mr. Seay. Investigating of­ 
ficers said a tire on the truck 
blew out just as it was attem pt­ 
ing to pass. Seay’s pickup came 
to rest several feet west of the 
highway and burned. Witnesses 
were unable to get to him because 
of the intense heat from the fire. 
The truck came to a stop near 
the front of a home, after going 
through a pile of caliche, knock­ 
ing down a power line pole and 
plowing through a sizeable area 
between the 
highway and 
the 
residence, said The Bronte Enter­ 
prise. It collided with a parked 
truck belonging to T. L Free 
Construction Co. before It stopped. 
Leija was not injured. The truck 
belongs to W. E. Skalns of Hask­ 
ell. 
It was reported that Leija and 
Otis 
Smith, 
who lives in 
the 
nearby residence rushed to Mr. 
Seay’s aid, but were unable to 
reach him because of the fire. 
Bronte volunteer firemen put out 
the blase after being summoned 
to the scene. 
Funeral services for Mr. Seay 
were held Monday afternoon, Sept. 
30 in the First Baptist Church at 
Bronte. Burial was in Falrvfaw 
Cemetery. 
Mr. Seay, son of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel M. Seay Sr., 
was bom August 4 1894 In Co­ 
manche County. 
He moved to 
Coke County in 1901, and was 
married June 
8 . 1912, to Miss 
Alva Landers. He had ranched 
for many years east of Bronte. 
He was a Baptist and a Mason, 
having affiliations with tbs Blue 
Lodge. Royal Arch and Shrine. 
Masonic rites were conducted at 
the graveside. 
Survivors include his wife; one 
brother, Ernest Seay of Bronte, 
retired rural mail carrier, who 
served out of the Sidney. Coman­ 
che County, poet office for many 
years; two sisters, Mrs. Ila Cole­ 
man of New Boston and Mrs. 
Cora Carlisle of De Leon.
